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EGYPTIAN  COTTON  IMS  LETTER 


The  Sew  Bedford  letter  of  August  23,  in  the ■ New  York 
Journal  of  Commeroe  of  August  25,  is,  in  partfc  as  follows;

A  demand  for  Sea  Islands  was  reported  from 
the  Provide noe  territory,  but  there  were  very  few 
offerings*    Quotations  ranged  from  70o  to  73c  for 
average  extra  choice,  and  some  lower  grades  were 
quoted  at  the  same  .figure*    It  was  rumored  that  the 
.  Government  had  set  a  priae  of  76o  on  its  stock  of 
8,000  bales #  most  of  which  is  held  in  storage  here, 
but  no  sales  at  this  level  are  reported,  Another 
report  in  this  connection  was  to  the  effect  that 
this  stools  was  to  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder. 
Official  confirmation  of  either  is  lacking,  although 
It  is  said  that  an  offer  of  70o  for  the  entire  lot 
was  refused,    She  Government  stofck,  it  is  said,  was 
bought  at  an  average  price  of  72-l/2c  and  the  carrying 
oharges  since  the  time  it  was  purchased  would  make  it 
stand  Un#le  Sam  in  considerably  more  than  7So,  although 
it  is  understood  that  all  the  best  cotton  has  been  used, 
and  only  the  undesirable  bales  are  left, 

Peruvian  cotton  is  in  considerable  demand  for 
tire-yarn  purposes,  and  quotations  range  from  54c 
to  5So  for  prompt  shipment  from  Peru,  grade  medium. 
High  grades  are  offered  for  55c  to  58o,    Sales  have 
been  made  at  54c  or  thereabouts  and  some  on  the  spot 
in  this  country  sold  at  about  the  same  price, 

Pima  cotton  of  the  first  three  grades-is  offered 
in  some  quantity,  the  price  ranging  from  66  to  68 
cents.    Some  fair  sized  orders  for  it  have  been 
placed  here  at  the  lower  figure*      *  *

The"  Hew  Bedford  Sunday  Standard  of  August  31  contains  the 
following  extract  relative  to  extra  staple  cotton: 

The  edge  is  off  the  demand  for  extra  staple  cotton 
in  this  market,  and  while  the  past  week  has  seen  some 
sales,  both  of  Old  and  new  crop,  there  is  considerably 
less  demand  noticeable.    Although  there  have 'been  some 
lower  prices  heard  this  week  than  previously,  it  cannot 
be  said  that  the  market  level  has  declined,  because  the 
low  figures  cariie  from  sources  that  previously  were  not 
quoting  at  all,  but  which.,  in  the  past  ten  days,  have 
lined  Tip  a  limited  amount  of  offerings  to  test  out  the 
market.    I/lost  brokers  declared  that  their  shippers  had 
not  changed  the  basis  on  their  new  crop  offerings,  and 
while  the  ranks  of  those  who  were  able  to  offer  new  crop 
were  further  swelled  during  the  week,  there  are  still  a 
number  of  the  larger  firms  that  are  still  refusing  to 
do  any  fall  shipment  business  until  the  actual  harvest- 
ing of  the  crop  begins.

There  is  some  demand  for  Sea  Islands,  but  almost  none' 
are  offered  in  this  market.    One  lot  of  rather  poor  char- 
acter that  was  not  better  than  choice  in  grade  was  priced 
at  70  cents,  but  though  this  price  might  easily  have  been 
gotten  for  good  grade  cotton  it  was  regarded  as  too  high 
for  this  particular  lot.    Some  activity  in  Peruvians  was 
noted,  and  several  sales  for  early  shipment  from  Peru 
f    were  reported  to  have  been  made  at  figures  -ranging  from 
54  to  56  cents  landed.    Inquiry  for  Egyptian  Sakellaridis 
has  been  persistent,  but  few  houses  are  able  to  quote  on 
it*    It  was  reported  that  there  had  been  sales  of  medium 
grade  Sak  for  shipment  from  Alexandria  or  alread?/  afloat 
at  prices  around  58  cents,  with  some  lots  still  lower  in 
grade  bringing  51-1/2  to  57  cents,    American  Egyptians

The  ffew  Bedford  letter  of  September '  6 ,  in  the  Uew  York 
Journal  of  Commerce  of  September  0,  is,  in  part,  as  follows:

The  activity  in  tire  yarns  and  similar  work  has 
made  a  steady  demand  for  Peruvian  mitafiffi,  and  good 
sized  quantities  of  this  cotton  is  reported  to  have 
been  sold  in  certain  quarters  during  the  past  week. 
Prices  range  from  54c  to  55o  for  medium  grade  and  as 
high  as"57~l/2c  for  high  grades,  these  figures  being 
on  a,  c,  i.  f.  basis  for  shipment  from  Peru,'  Cargo 
space  is  said  to  be  available  within  a  month,  though 
some  of  the  ootton  has  boen  sold  subject  to  November 
shipment • 

Egyptian  cotton  is  wanted  by  some  of  the  mills,  but, 
although  a  few  sales  are  reported  during  the  week,  it 
is  said  to  be  very  hard  to  buy.    Medium  grade  Sake 1- 
laridis  is  quoted  on  a  basis  of  58c  for  medium  grade 
amd  51-1/2 o  to  52c  for  low  grades,  both  prices  being 
o.  i.  f.  for  shipment  from  either  Liverpool  or  Alex- 
andria, generally  the  former.    High  grade  uppers  are 
said  to  be  available  for  fall  shipment  at  52o,  but  no 
very  heavy  sales  have  been  reported. 

Pima  has  been  sold  in  some  quarters  of  the  market, 
and  there  is  said  to  be  a  demand  for  more.    Bids  of 
55c  have  been  made  for  cotton  that  is  average  Jfe-.  3 
or  No. '4,  but  the  holders  are  demanding  66c  to  68o 
for  it,  and  may  be  able  to  get  it,  for  there  is  Very 
little  of  the  old  crop  cotton  left  in  the  market. 

There  is  some  inquiry  for  Sea  Island  and  73c  was 
offered  for  one  lot  of  average  extra  choice  without 
being  able  to  buy  the  cotton.  There  is  almost  none 
of  it  offered  for  sale  in  this  market.

The  Hew  Bedford  letter  of  September  15,  in  the 'lew  York. 
Journal  of  Commerce  of  September  15,  is,  in  part,  as  follows; 

With' the  exception  of  an  active  demand  for  spot 
cotton,  the  market  for  extra  staple  cotton  has  Been 
quiet  during  the  past  week,  with  little  new  crop 
business,  and  that  confined  to  lots  that  were  offered 
at  an  exceptionally  low  price,

There  has  been  some  inquiry,  for  full  eighths  and 

some  for  full  three -sixteenths ,  bub  the  sales  have 
been  very  light.    Almost  none  of  the  longer  staples 
have  been  sold,,  the  quotations  on  them  being  mainly 
nominal  only.

There  is  little  demand  for  Sea  Island  in  this  market,  * 
although  some  is  reported  from  the  vicinity  of  Providence* 
One  lot  of  approximately  1,000  bales,  consisting  partly 
of  white  cotton  about  average  extra  choice  in  gra.de  and 
partly  of  tinged  cotton,  was  offered  at  65c  or  possibly 
a  shade  less,  provided  the  whole  lot  was  taken.    *  *

A  round  lot  of  Pima  eot%en  about  choice  in  grade  was 
sold  during  the  week  for  66^x/2ds  and  no  more  of  it  is' 
now  offered  in  this  market,    Peruvian  m^tafiffi,  other- 
wise known  as  Peruvian  Egyptian ,  has  been  in  some  demand 
this  week  and  there  have  been  some  sales.    The  price  has 
advanced,  however,  and' it "is  now  quoted  around  56c  for 
good  grade  cotton  on  a,  c.

EGYPTIAH  OOTTOlf  MEWS  LETTER 


The  Hew  Bedford  Sunday  Standard  of  September  21  contains  the 
following  extract  relative  to  extra  staple  cotton: 

The  past  week  has  Ibeen  a  fairly  active  one  in  the ' 
extra  staple  market.    Inquiry  was  "brisk  and  the  deal- 
ing in  certain  quarters  was  very  heavy,    A  large  number 
of  mills  were  in  the  market  tor  new  crop  cotton,  hut 
the  prices  they  were  willing  to  pay  proved  to  he  less 
than  shippers  ?/ere  willing  to  accept  in  most  cases. 
There  was  no  difficulty  in  disposing  of  almost  any 
quantity  of  cotton  if  the  price  was  low  and  even  at  the 
close  of  the  week  there  -  were  said,  to  he  several  open 
orders  for  large  quantities  at  prices  a  cent  or  cant  and 
a  half  under  what  the  majority  of  southern  shippers 
were  offering. 

*  *  ■    * '  * 

Considerable  inquiry  for  Pima  cotton  was  noted  this 
week  and  the  dealing  in  the  new  crop  began,  sales  hav- 
ing been  made  for  October,  November  and  December  ship- 
ment as  well  as  some  spot  lots  of  old  crop.    Ho,  2  grade 
new  crop  Pima  inch  and  three  quarters  in  staple  was 
offered  at  67  to  68  cents,  c.i.f.  with— a  tare  allowance 
of  22  pounds.    It  was  also  offered  at  65  cents  on  a  gross 
weight  basis.    The  same  price  was  asked  for  Me-.  3  grade 
of  equal  staple,  although  this  grade  sold  at  67  cents 
for  a  spot  lot  not  quite  so  good  in  staple.  Another 
spot  lot  including  Ho,  3  and  Ho,  4  grades  sold  at  65-1/2 
cents , 

The  activity  in  this  cotton  has  apparently  disposed 
of  the  inquiry  for  Sea  Island,  as  the  prices  asked  for 
that  cotton  were  considerably  in  excess  of  what  the  very 
choicest  Pima  could  be  bought  for.    There  is  every  in- 
dication that  the  mills  have  substituted  the  Pima  for 
the  Sea  Island, 

Peruvian  mitafiffi  is  offered  for  early  shipment 
from  Peru  at  54  cents  for  medium  grade  and  54-l/B  cents 
for  high  grade,  while  one  lot  of  low  grade  spots  was* 
priced  at  54  cents.    There  were  some  sales  this  week, 
but  the  activity  was  not  as  great  as  previously.

Low  grade  Sak  on 
the  spot  was  offered  at  54  to  57  cents,  while 'c»iaf.  prices 
for  shipment  from  Alexandria  were  as  fol3.ows—«-  Low  grade 
52  cents,  medium  grade  57  certcs,  high  grade  65  cents. 
Uppers  could  "be  bought  cdof  *  from  Alexandria  at  49  cents 
for  low  grade ?  51  cents  for  medium  grade  and  55  cents  for 
high  grade.
